In Ohio, an epileptic who 
* had a seizu re on the street 
was nearly mistak en for a 
dru nk , u ntil the tag arou nd 
his wrist alerted a policeman 
to his medical condition. 
The slim steel “Medic Alert” 
emblem serv es as a silent 
Spok esman for well ov er 4 00,000 
persons arou nd the cou ntry who 
hav e medical problems req u ir­ 
ing special handling in emer­ 
gency situ ations, reports the 
Institu te of Life Insu rance. 
The bracelet’s pu rpose? To 
alert doctors, nu rses and other 
indiv idu als who administer aid 
in emergency situ ations to per­ 
sons who su ffer any of some 200 
“hidden” health conditions— 
su ch as heart problems, diabe- 
tes, epilepsy , glau coma and se­ 
v ere allergies. 
A su ffered from diabetes or 
epilepsy , for ex ample, cou ld 
be neglected or ev en thrown 
into jail becau se he or she 
was mistak enly considered to 
be intox icated or on dru gs. 
Other lik ely v ictims of “hid­ 
den” health conditions are in­ 
div idu als who are allergic to 
antibiotics or other du rgs—a 
shot of penicillin adminis­ 
tered to them cou ld produ ce 
fatal resu lts. 


Eq u ally danger-prone in an 
emergency situ ation is the per­ 
son wearing u ndetected contact 
lenses. If left in the ey es for 24 
hou rs or more the lens can 
leav e a mark ed impairment of 
v ision or ev en cau se blindness. 
When indiv idu als cannot 
speak for themselv es—whether 
u nconsciou s, in shock , deli­ 
riu m, hy steria or any other 
condition which prev ents them 
from identify ing their health 
problem—the simple y et effec­ 
tiv e dev ice of a tag identify ing 
their health condition can often 
mean the difference between 
life and death, reports the Insti­ 
tu te. 
The amu let, which can be 
worn as a bracelet or a neck ­ 
lace, lists Medic Alert’s tele­ 
phone nu mber in Tu rlock , 
California—from where doc­ 
tors can obtain v ital informa­ 
tion on the v ictim’s identifi­ 
cation, medical history and 
nex t of k in, v ia a collect tele­ 
phone call. The entire cost of 
membership is $7 . 
Fou nded originally by a Cali­ 
fornia doctor in 1956 after his 
a lle rg y -prone 14 -y ear-old 
dau ghter almost died from 
what was considered to be a 
rou tine tetanu s antitox in injec­ 
tion for a cu t finger, Medic 
Alert is endorsed by the Nation­ 
al Association of Life Under­ 
writers. 
Work ing on behalf of the non­ 
profit organization in many 
parts of the cou ntry are local 
grou ps of life insu rance agents 
who offer information and pro­ 
gram m aterial to their commu ­ 
nities. The project is empha­ 
sized in thq ^nationwide Pu blic 
Serv ice Award program co­ 
sponsored by the NALU and the 
Institu te of Life Insu rance. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Spe­ 
cial env oy Gen. Alex ander M. 
Haig Jr. was en rou te back 
today to report to President 
Nix on on his latest rou nd of 
talk s in Saigon with Sou th 
Vietnamese President Ngu y en 
Van Theiu . 
The White Hou se said Haig 
wou ld arriv e at Andrews Air 
Force Base at abou t 2:30 p.m. 
EST and immediately board a 
helicopter to fly to Nix on’s 
Camp Dav id, Md., retreat. He 
will be accompanied by presi­ 
dential adv iser Henry A. Kis­ 
singer, press secretary Ronald 
L. Ziegler said. 
Ziegler again refu sed to say 


if or when Kissinger wou ld 
meet again with North Vietna­ 
mese negotiator Le Du c Tho. 
“We’ll let y ou k now when Dr. 
Kissinger goes to P aris,” Zieg­ 
ler said. 
Responding 
to 
q u estions, 
Ziegler said after Kissinger 
meets with Tho “there will be 
fu rther consu ltations req u ired” 
with the Sou th Vietnamese and 
perhaps the North Vietnamese. 
This statement seemed to sig­ 
nal a delay in conclu ding the 
Vietnam peace talk s since Kis­ 
singer said on Oct. 26 that the 
agreement cou ld be wrapped 
u p in one meeting lasting three 
or fou r day s. 


Bu t Ziegler said his state­ 
ment 
abou t 
fu rther 
con­ 
su ltations was not meant to 
su ggest any shift in the v iew 
presented by Kissinger. 
Nix on conferred with Kissin­ 
ger for one hou r, 20 minu tes 
today before fly ing to Camp 
Dav id, Ziegler said. He con­ 
firmed reports from Saigon 
that Haig took to Thieu a letter 
from Nix on and that he is car­ 
ry ing back a letter from Thieu . 
He wou ldn’t div u lge contents 
of the letters. 
Kissinger week ended in New 
York , seeing a Broadway play 
and a professional 
football 
game after which he mingled in 


the lock er room with q u arter­ 
back Joe Namath and others of 
the New York Jets. 
Ju st when Kissinger will head 
for Paris to meet again with 
North Vietnam’s Le Du e Tho 
remains a secret. Adminis­ 
tration 
officials 
maintained 
their air of confidence, how­ 
ev er, abou t mov ing toward fi­ 
nal accord on ending the war. 
Hanoi env oy Xu an Thu y an­ 
ticipated a fu rther Kissinger- 
Tho meeting in a Paris inter­ 
v iew ov er the week end,thou gh 
he held to North Vietnam’s po­ 
sition that the session shou ld be 
dev oted to procedu res for sign­ 
ing the proposed nine-point 


pact—not to altering it. 
U.S. officials in Saigon in­ 
dicated Haig’s talk s with Thieu 
narrowed U.S.-Sou th Vietna­ 
mese differences, apparently 
clearing the way for resu mp­ 
tion of the priv ate negotiations 
in Paris. 
Haig, Kissinger’s top aide, 
was reported to hav e carried a 
Nix on letter to Thieu and pre­ 
su mably receiv ed one from 
Thieu to Nix on. 
Haig conferred in Phnom 
Penh with the Cambodian chief 
of state, Lon Nol, and in Seou l 
with 
President 
Chu ng 
Hee 
Park . 
Both 
cou ntries 
wou ld 
be 


directly affected by the nine- 
point plan. It calls for with­ 
drawal of North Vietnamese 
forces from Cambodia and for 
a pu ll-ou t of Sou th Korean 
troops, along with the Ameri­ 
cans, from Sou th Vietnam. 
Some 37 ,000 Sou th Koreans are 
in Sou th Vietnam. 


Presidential Press Secretary 
Ronald L. Ziegler said Nix on 
had receiv ed “lots of reports” 
from Haig du ring the trip.

MIAMI (AP) — Their 28- 
hou r, 3,800-mile flight of terror 
ended, passengers aboard a hi­ 
jack ed jetliner hav e retu rned 
from Cu ba with bizarre tales of 
three “deranged” sk y pirates. 
They also had words of 
praise for the Sou thern Airway s 
crew which landed the crippled 
DC9 on a foam-cov ered Hav ana 
ru nway . 
Another Sou thern DC9 re­ 
tu rned the 27 passengers and 
fou r crewmen to Miami and fi­ 
nally to their original destina­ 
tions Su nday after an attempt 
by FBI sharpshooters to halt 
the hijack ing failed Satu rday 
night and forced the emergency 
landing in Cu ba. 
All 
three 
hijack ers 
were 
tak en into cu stody by Cu ban of­ 
ficials at Hav ana. Passengers 
said Cu ban au thorities also con­ 
fiscated ransom money de­ 
manded and collected by the hi­ 
jack ers from Sou thern. 
“Ev ery one 
thou ght 
they 
wou ld be dead in an hou r,” 
said passenger Gale Bu chanan 
at a Miami hospital, recalling 
how FBI agents shot ou t fou r of 


the plane’s tires as it prepared 
for tak eoff after a refu eling 
stop at Orlando, Fla. 
Bu chanan, 35, of Au bu rn, 
Ala., who su ffered a sprained 
k nee, was one of fou r persons 
inju red du ring the hijack ing. 
Copilot Billy Johnson, 37 , m ay ­ 
or of College City , Ark ., was 
shot in the shou lder by one of 
the hijack ers. 
Bu chanan said the hijack ers 
acted in a bizarre manner du r­ 
ing the circu itou s, three-nation 
flight. He said they alternately 
handed ou t fistfu lls of ransom 
money , forced male passengers 
to remov e their pants and shot 
the copilot after threatening to 
“pu t a bu llet in y ou r head.” 
The 
hijack ers, 
reportedly 
armed with gu ns and grenades, 
had demanded a $l0-million 
ransom for the plane and its 
passengers. 
An 
u ndisclosed 
amou nt of money was giv en to 
the sk y pirates du ring a stop in 
Chattanooga, Tenn., Satu rday . 
Sou thern refu sed to say how 
mu ch money had been giv en to 
them. 
There also were sev eral other 


u nanswered points: 
—Were 
the 
hijack ers 
screened for weapons when 
they boarded the Sou thern jet 
at Birmingham shortly before 
they commandeered the plane 
Friday night? 
—Will Cu ba retu rn the ran­ 
som money and the hijack ers 
to the United States? 
—Why did the FBI order its 
mark smen to shoot the tires of 
the hijack ed Sou thern DC9 and 
endanger the liv es of the pas­ 
sengers and crew? An 
FBI 
spok esman declined to com­ 
ment. 
Police and family members 
identified the hijack ers as Mel­ 
v in Charles Cale, 21, of Oak 
Ridge, Tenn.; his half-brother, 
Lewis K. Moore, 27 , of Detroit, 
and Henry D. Jack son, 25, also 
of Detroit. 
The FBI here said the U.S. 
attorney ’s office in Birming­ 
ham, Ala., had been au thorized 
to 
file 
air-piracy 
charges 
against the three. 
Cale was described as an es­ 
capee from the Nashv ille Com­ 
mu nity Work Release Center.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Su preme Cou rt today allowed 
the gov ernment to proceed with 
the Pentagon Papers trial of 
Daniel Ellsberg and Anthony 
Ru sso withou t rev ealing to 
them who in the defense team 
was ov erheard in a “foreign-in­ 
telligence” wiretap. 
Ellsberg 
and 
Ru sso 
are 
charged with espionage, con­ 
spiracy and misu se of gov ern­ 
ment property in the pu blica­ 
tion of the once-secret stu dy of 
the origins of the Vietnam war. 
Their trial in Los Angeles has 
been delay ed since Ju ly 29 by 
the dispu te ov er wiretapping. 
The cou rt did not comment 
on the issu es as it handed down 
a rou tine order declining to 
hear an appeal by Ellsberg and 
Ru sso, who argu ed also that 
“fordgn-intelligence” wiretaps 
withou t warrants are illegal. 
A dissenting opinion was filed 
by Ju stice William O. Dou glas 


who stay ed the trial in Ju ly 
mer recess. Ju stice William J. 
while the cou rt was in its su m- 
Brennan Jr. also dissented.

There are 15 tax lev y ing fu nds from which money is 
paid to finance cou nty gov ernment activ ities. 
The Cou nty General Fu nd will receiv e $225,000 from 
property tax es in 197 3 and the other 14 are slated to get 
slightly more than $1 million. 
Other sou rces of rev enu e for the Cou nty General Fu nd 
are receipts from the nu rsing home, state grants, liq u or 
and dance hall license fees, sales tax refu nds and state in­ 
come tax sharing and interest. 
The Cou nty General Fu nd is u sed to finance the oper­ 
ation of the Cou rthou se and the offices of the elected cou n­ 
ty officials and was discu ssed in an earlier article in this 
series. 
The largest of the other 14 fu nds is for the Cou nty 
Highway Department which is bu dgeted to tak e more 
than $4 36,000 in tax es and is followed in size by the Cou nty 
Health Department whose bu dget will tak e $163,000 in 
tax es, and the third largest is the Pu blic Bu ilding Com­ 
mission (PBC) Fu nd, $152,000. 
The projected increase for 197 3 for the highway de­ 
partment is $1,000, for the cou nty health, $4 2,000, and for 
the PBC Fu nd, $52,000. 
The largest tax decrease in the other 14 fu nds for 187 3 


is in the Illinois Mu nicipal Retirement Fu nd (IMRF) and 
is $84 ,500 and other significant decreases in lev ies are 
slated for the Tu bercu losis Fu nd, $20,000, and the Cou nty 
Veterans Assistance~Fu nd, $18,000. 
Increases in the health fu nds lev y are cau sed by the 
raise of pay ment for mental health serv ices from $22,000 
to almost $4 3,000; for adding a v ision and hearing techni­ 
cian for $6,600 and becau se of $5,500 raises in salaries of 
other employ es. 
Sinnissippi Mental Health Cent« * is bu dgeted to re­ 
ceiv e almost $37 ,000 and Tru man Center, $6,000. 
The ju mp in the PBC Fu nd is to pay for the first rental 
pay ment for the new cou nty nu rsing home. 
After the PBC took ov er responsibility for the con­ 
stru ction of the new home at the req u est of the Cou nty 
Board and to issu e bonds to finance the bu ilding of the 
stru ctu re, it became necessary to obligate the cou nty gov ­ 
ernment to pay . the annu al rent necessary to retire the 
bonds from property tax es. 
These tax es may be abated if the PBC is paid the rent 
before Cou nty G erk John Stou ffer spreads the lev ies early 
after the first of the y ear for the assessment of tax es 
against property v alu ations. 
When the Nu rsing Home Committee promoted the 


passage of the referendu m to bu ild a new cou nty nu rsing 
home du ring the spring of 197 2, the claim was made that 
no tax money wou ld be u sed to pay off bonds issu ed to 
bu ild the stru ctu re. 
Howev er, in Ju ly , the committee discov ered the ref­ 
erendu m q u estion had been improperly drawn becau se no 
specific tax rate was mentioned on the ballot. 
Becau se of this, cou nty gov ernment resou rces were 
not bou nd to pay off the bonded indebtedness and thu s 
they cou ld not be sold at as high grade tax ex empt bonds 
with a low rate of interest. 
The committee tu rned to the inv estment bank ing 
hou se of Barcu s and Kindred Co., of Chicago, which drew 
u p a proposal that the PBC tak e ov er the project and issu e 
the bonds. This action wou ld bind the cou nty to prov ide 
tax money to retire the bonds. 
The PBC objected to the proposal becau se the bonds 
were to be sold at a proposed interest rate rather than be­ 
ing pu t ou t for competitiv e bidding. 
Thu s ex ited Barcu s-Kindred and entered Pau l D. 
Speer and Associates, Chicago, inv estment consu ltants, 
which work ed ou t a proposal for the bonds to be issu ed to 
the lowest bidder of interest rates. 
The technical problems concerning issu ance of the 


bonds hav e now been ov ercome and they hav e been sold. 
Howev er, to the dismay of many cou nty board mem­ 
bers, u nless the first annu al rent pay ment of $52,000 is 
paid to the PBC by early in 197 3, tax es will be lev ied to 
mak e the rental pay ment. 
The same will be tru e for any y ear that the annu al 
pay ment, which after 1973 will be $82,000, is not paid by 
Janu ary or Febru ary . 
The big decrease in the IMRF, which is the cou nty ’s 
contribu tion to the retirement fu nd for cou nty employ es 
and elected officials, comes abou t throu gh an adju stment 
in the fu nd to bring the balance to a req u ired lev y . 
The 197 3 lev y os $50,000 is abou t what the fu nd re­ 
q u ires each y ear. 
The cou nty will pay $31,000 for v eterans assistance 
du ring 197 2, bu t the lev y was $65,000. The 197 3 lev y is low­ 
er, $4 8,000, to bring it more in line with ex pected req u ired 
fu nds. 
Of the highway department’s lev ies, $218,000 is for the 
Cou nty Special Bridge Fu nd and for the Federal Aid Sec­ 
ondary Matching Fu nd and the remaining $218,000 is for 
the operation of the department.

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Nixon's strategy 


WASHINGTON (N E A )- Presi­ 
dent Nix on’s truce efforts with Ha­ 
noi and his rapprochement with 
Moscow and Peking are based on 
this unprov ed but beguiling strategy 
thesis: 
When the chips are down, the 
men who run North Vietnam, China 
and Russia will put their homelands 
first and international Communist 
goals second—for the short term. 
For Communist countries facing 
an economic crisis, trade, dollars 
and technical aid are more powerful 
than ideology . 
Howev er ambitious their long­ 
term aims of conquest, the new way 
of life brought by trade, dollars and 
technical aid will, ov er the long pull, 
cause them to modify somewhat 
their propensities for aggression. 
Take North Vietnam and the pro­ 
posed truce in Indo China. Histori­ 
cally there is no way to prev ent Ha­ 
noi from breaking the treaties the 
hour they are signed. But the pact as 
proposed arranges for U.S. technical 
and economic aid in the y ears 
ahead. 
U.S. strategists, knowing how 
badly North Vietnam wants this aid, 
hope (with fingers crossed to be 
sure) it will be sufficient incentiv e to 
prev ent Hanoi from flagrant treaty 
v iolations. Hanoi may believ e the 
United States will nev er bring the 
bombers back North; but that gov ­ 
ernment must be quite certain that 
breaches of the pact which endanger 
the ex istence of South Vietnam, 
Laos or Cambodia will result in a 
shutoff of American assistance to 
the North. 
If the group which believ es North 
Vietnam’s first duty is to build up 
the homeland is in power in Hanoi, 
as reports indicate, there is a chance 
the Nix on gamble will pay off. 
Then there’s the U.S.S.R. Despite 
the skill of the Russian police in 


holding down dissenters, there is no 
doubt the Sov iet Union is hurting se­ 
riously because it cannot supply the 
essentials plus necessary lux uries to 
the men it depends upon to run the 
sy stem, and to their families. 
There are not sufficient supplies 
of meat, automobiles, or refrigera­ 
tors, or enough of the countless other 
niceties the Sov iet managerial class, 
and working class too, are now in­ 
sisting on. Each y ear the Sov iet 
economy lags further behind the 
United States, J apan and West Ger­ 
many . 


Now comes Nix on with a highly 
fav orable grain deal, a wide range of 
trade concessions, a multibillion- 
dollar technical aid-gas purchase 
agreement and other inv estment 
and aid measures in a v ariety of 
lines—which could set the Sov iet 
Union on the way to meeting the 
more pressing of its consumer de­ 
mands, easing the growing political 
pressures on the Kremlin’s men. 


What Nix on strategists hope is 
that the bureaucrats who rule in 
Moscow will not be willing to scari- 
fice U.S. accommodation and these 
dollar-ruble adv antages for power 
showdowns in the Middle East, Asia, 
Africa or Western Europe. 
Nix on’s adv isers don’t ex pect the 
Sov iet Union to giv e up its goals, or 
to start down a peaceful path. They 
do hope the Kremlin’s men, thinking 
of trade, grain, gas and inv estments, 
will take fewer risky chances and 
will abort some of their more dan­ 
gerous aggressiv e techniques. 
The objectiv e is not Utopia—but a 
slightly greater chance for peace. 
Negotiations with China hav e 
barely started. But there are hopes 
here that the same approach can be 
made. It is known the Chinese are 
badly in need of technical aid and in­ 
v estment. 


Pity poor 
nontaxpayer

What’s the secret of making a lot 
of money and not pay ing any income 
tax ? 
You’v e heard, perhaps, of the 106 
tax pay ers (or non-tax pay ers) who 
reported adjusted gross income of 
$200,000 or more in 19 70, but paid no 
federal income tax ? Congressmen 
concerned with closing tax loopholes 
hav e made a certain amount of noise 
about the disclosure. 
Now we know how they did it. The 
cases were rev iewed at a meeting of 
tax men earlier this y ear by Edwin 
S. Cohen, then assistant secretary of 
the Treasury for tax policy (now un­ 
der-secretary ). Cohen’s ex plana­ 
tions are reported in a current publi­ 
cation of the American Institute of 
Certified Public Accountants. 
More than half of the 106 nonpay ­ 
ers—55 of them—had large deduc­ 
tions for interest. They reported in­ 
come from div idends and interest 
av eraging $300,000 per person, and 
claimed deductions, for 
interest 
charges, av eraging $314,545. 
Does this mean they hav e a claim 
on our sy mpathies, for being so 
heav ily burdened with debt and in­ 
terest charges that they went in the 
hole an av erage of $14,454 during the 
y ear? 
Not necessarily . In certain kinds 
of real estate inv estments—heav ily 
“ lev eraged” for higher rates of re­ 
turn, by operating on borrowed 
money —it is possible to show on the 
tax return that y ou’re losing money , 
when “ cash flow” is such that y ou’re 
actually filling y our pockets with 
lot s of nontax able dollars.

WASHINGTON (K FS)— The 
personal popular mandate which the 
nation has just giv en to Richard Nix ­ 
on is reminiscent of the landslide 
produced by Ly ndon J ohnson eight 
y ears ago. 
Nix on carried more states than 
J ohnson did, but he didn’t do as well 
at carry ing party buddies at the lo­ 
cal lev el. 
History , it is said, repeats itself. 
One aspect of the Nix on triumph 
which duplicates that of J ohnson is 
its temporary nature. 
The day after that huge 19 6 4 v ic­ 
tory , the incumbent President and 
his running mate, Hubert Hum­ 
phrey , drov e contentedly with their 
wiv es and two other companions 
through the rolling ranchlands of 
central Tex as near the LBJ ranch. 
TTie tensions of the campaign were 
ov er; it was a time for laughter and 
relax ation. 
The sedan radio, which had been 
play ing lazy background music, 
switched to a national newscast. 
GOP Gov . George Romney of Michi­ 
gan came on the air, predicting 
brav ely that the demolished Repub­ 
lican 
Party would spring 
back 
stronger than ev er in 19 6 8 . Romney 
had just been re-elected to a second. 


term by a large margin, one of a pit­ 
iful handful of local Republicans to 
surv iv e the undertow of Barry Gold- 
water’s defeat. 
“ There’s y our nex t competition, 
Mr. President,” Humphrey ob­ 
serv ed tautly . J ohnson looked at him 
solemnly and nodded. 
Ev ents later prov ed them to be 
wrong. Yet the significance of their 
ex change lies not in the cloudiness of 
their cry stal ball but in their instinc­ 
tiv e alertness to the nex t political 
hurdle, ev en though they had barely 
finished the last one. 
This columnist was present dur­ 
ing that 19 6 4 auto ride, but has not 
been in conv ersation with President 
Nix on since his re-election. Yet it is 
certainly now no different with Nix ­ 
on than it was with J ohnson. Nix on 
went back to work—and into politi­ 
cal competition—the v ery nex t day . 
This was the last time Nix on’s 
name will appear on the ballot, un­ 
less he decides after retirement 
from the White House to seek the Ca­ 
lifornia gov ernorship or a Senate 
seat. But Nix on has not finished with 
political challenges; four y ears 
stretch ahead before he must giv e up 
his Presidential powers to another 
fellow. And the shadow of future 
skirmishes fell ev en before the final 
v otes were tallied last week. 


.. . . . . . . . . . . . 
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“ This will be a big v ictory , de­ 
pending upon what we do with it,” 
Nix on said in his election night ad­ 
dress. 
And so, immediately , plans are 
already being laid for new policies, 
new maneuv ers, new combat with 
new riv als. TTie election produced 
three big winners, in addition to the 
President, who may be the nex t 
Romney s. The first, Vice President 
Spiro Agnew, need not worry the 
President y et; loy alty is Agnew’s 
best av enue to-succession at the 19 76 
GOP conv ention. But the other two 
are something else again. 
Sen. Edward Kennedy emerged 
as the only Democrat who can unite 
the party , and he recaptured some­ 
thing he had lost three y ears ago at 
Chappaquiddick—the mantle of 
Presidential inev itability . 
Ex -Secretary of Treasury J ohn 
Connally emerged as the hero of 
those Democrats and Southerners 
who thought the party had left them, 
and that therefore they were not be­ 
tray ing their heritage to leav e it 
with their v otes. He is now in an ex ­ 
cellent position to become a power 
broker for the South, perhaps pick­ 
ing up in more sophisticated fashion 
where Gov . George Wallace left off. 
Neither party can take the South for 
granted these day s, and Connally 


can play his act as either a Republi­ 
can or a Democrat. 
And there are other things. The 
President has promised his party to 
concentrate upon transforming it 
from a personal v ehicle for election 
into a permanent functioning nation­ 
al majority network. And he has ex ­ 
pressed an interest in achiev ing in 
19 74 the GOP Congressional majori­ 
ty he did not get last week. 
In addition to the growing nation­ 
al trend to split-ticket v oting, the 
President had the statistics against 
him this y ear. The Senate class up 
for re-election was disproportionate­ 
ly conserv ativ e and the only recent 
class with a GOP majority , leav ing 
fewer than usual progressiv e Demo­ 
cratic targets. But in 19 74, four more 
Senate Democrats than Republicans 
are up, including a large number of 
the progressiv es Nix on would like to 
eliminate. Some wiseacres fed up 
with politics hav e suggested that the 
media knock off the subject for a 
couple of y ears so the public can 
hav e a breather between cam­ 
paigns. But as long as the President 
and his riv als are already thinking 
about 19 74 and 19 76 , so must we all if 
we are not to be fooled when the time 
comes.

The Doctor Says:

Dear Dr. Lamb— 
I am a 31- 
vear-old man, single and live at 
nclome with my parents. I work 
five days a week for a con­ 
struction company and have a 
business of my own on the side. 
For over a year now I have had 
insomnia. I am unable to get a 
good night’s sleep without tak­ 
ing a sleeping pill or aspirin or 
something to produce sleep. I 
don’t know of anything that has 
been worrying me. I ’m the type 
that can shake things off easily, 
but it seems that I am always 
turned on at bedtime, tired but 
just not sleepy. 
I have lost so much sleep that 
it is beginning to show in my 
e$&s. I look tired and I really 
am tired. Is there anything you 
can suggest for a good natural 
Sleep without taking a pill? 
Could there be something phys­ 
ically or mentally wrong that I 
don’t know about, such as 
nerves, 
smoking or 
other 
causes? 
I have gone to doctors and 
they give me a check-up and 
tell me not to worry about it and 
give me some medicine to re­ 
lax. One doctor told me about 
half of the world suffers from 
insomnia, but I know there 
must be a reason for my sleep­ 
less nights. 
Dear 
Reader— There are 
many people who suffer from 
insom nia. I have received 
nfdny letters from readers talk­ 
ing about what they have done 
to help themselves go to sleep. 
Perhaps the largest number of 
the methods recommended in­ 
volved some form of relaxation. 
Many readers who are reli­ 
giously inclined have written 
that they get a great deal of 
benefit out of reading the Bible 
and thinking of spiritual things 
before they go to sleep. Other 
people are able to go to sleep by 
reading until they are relaxed 
and go to sleep. Some have a 
snack before bed, which has its 
problems as far as calorie in­ 
take is concerned. 
I suppose each person has to 
find his own best sleeping hab­ 
its and they are just that—hab­ 
its. A person who gets in the 


habit of having difficulty going 
to sleep will continue to have 
trouble. 
My guess is that someone 
who is regularly employed and 
has a business on the side is 
probably an active individual 
who has enough things to think 
about that he just can’t dis­ 
pense with the day’s business 
and relax enough to get a good 
night’s sleep. I would suggest a 
good exercise program some­ 
time earlier in the evening, well 
before the anticipated bedtime. 
Then establish a routine for go­ 
ing to sleep, such as a relaxing 
bath or shower. Then go to bed 
and read something to help you 
relax for a short time, lay the 
book aside put out the lights and 
let nature take its course. Make 
it a point not to have a habit of 
rehashing the day’s events or 
tomorrow’s problems 
before 
you go to sleep. 
Elim inatin g 
stim ulating 
drinks w ill help solve this prob­ 
lem for a lot of people. This in­ 
cludes elimination of coffee, tea 
and cola drinks. 
In your case, I wonder if your 
social life is getting proper at­ 
tention. With a full-time job and 
a business on the side, that may 
not leave enough time for 
healthy recreation and devel­ 
oping meaningful personal re­ 
lationships in which you feel se­ 
cure.

“ We just hav e a little more 
trouble getting around,” dead­ 
pans Beni diet DiGerlando, pres­ 
ident of the Gaols and their 
chief spokesman. “ We are un­ 
ique in needing people to do our 
legwork for us. 
Without a boost from other Il­ 
linois J ay cees—the Gaols were 
chartered with $250 borrowed 
from the Champaign chapter— 
the Pontiac group could not 
prov ide the serv ices which 
Warden J ohn J . Petrilli credits 


with upgrading the entire char­ 
acter of prison life. 
“ We’v e come quite a way s 
since Pontiac was built 100 
y ears ago, when it held 3,000 in­ 
mates instead of 9 00,” Petrilli 
say s. “ But we hav en’t come far 
enough.

“ We want to allow all the in­ 
mates choices regardless of 
how minor. By nature this is a 
dependent society ; we hav e to 
do ev ery thing we can to make 
it independent,” Petrilli ex ­ 
plains. 
Some outsiders v iew the J ay ­ 
cees, who talk earnestly of in­ 
v olv ement, self-respect and mo­ 
tiv ation, as somehow less crim­ 
inal than the other inmates, as 
basically “ good guy s” who are 
in prison because they are 
black, or because they led dis­ 
adv antaged liv es. 
It’s an idea Petrilli will not 
tolerate. 
In polite, but impatient, tones 
he ex plains that DiGerlando, 
now 31, was conv icted of mur­ 
der when he was 17, and that 
the officers sitting around the 
conference table include a rap­ 
ist and a strong-arm robber. 
But while the Gaol J ay cees 
entered Pontiac no better and 
no worse than the others, Pet­ 
rilli say s, they are prepared to 
leav e with outlooks that prob-

ably will keep them from be­ 
coming among the 70 to 8 0 per 
cent who return. 
For one thing, the Illinois 
J ay cees are out there to help 
ex -offenders get jobs. They 
stick with the ex -offender until 
he eases back into the commu­ 
nity without renewing old asso­ 
ciations. 
Reginald Willis, president of 
the state J ay cees, say s the re­ 
leased men are welcomed into 
regular jay cee chapters. Most 
of the Gaol group emphatically 
agreed they would remain in 
the J ay cee mov ement when re­ 
leased or paroled. 
As sy mbolized in their em­ 


blem—two hands clasping 
through a barred window, the 
Gaols giv e to the outside as 
well as take. 
Their first project, shortly 
after their charter in early 
1971, was a blood driv e for a 
Chicago widow who needed 150 
pints to repay a $6 ,000 blood 
bill left from her husband’s 
hospitalization. 
Dubbed Operation Sav e, the 
project collected 155 pints in 
one day . 
The Gaol chapter, chartered 
with 25 members, now numbers 
45. They conduct periodic mem­ 
bership driv es, but av oid put­ 
ting any pressure on other in­ 


mates. 
Michael Learn, a J ay cee offi­ 
cer and editor of both the Gaol 
newsletter and the prison news­ 
paper, say s, “ It’s like any thing 
else, if a guy is interested in 
doing something positiv e, he 
supports us. If he isn’t, he 
doesn’t ..” 
Although the Pontiac chapter 
is not as large as the one at 
Marion federal penitentiary , 
which has 150 members, it is 
Petrilli say s, the most activ e in 
Illinois. 
After grossing $25,000 be­ 
tween February 1971 and J une 
1972, the Gaol chapter records 
already show transactions 


totaling $21,000 for the 3% 
months since J une. 
“ We tried to get nonprofit 
status from the Internal Rev e­ 
nue Serv ice so we wouldn’t 
hav e to pay tax es,” Learn 
say s, “ but they wouldn’t okay 
it. So we pay . You can go to 
jail if y ou don’t.” 
For $1.50, a J ay cee will snap 
a Polaroid picture of an inmate 
and his family , prov iding them 
with a reminder of the v isit. 
For an outsider, who can 
walk out the door, get in a car 
and driv e away from the con­ 
crete compound, the Gaol J ay ­ 
cee

Michigan State at 4-1-1 is a 
step behind Ohio State and Pur­ 
due. 
Assuming Michigan 
State 
wins its 
final 
two games 
against Minnesota and North­ 
western, the Spartans could win 
the Big Ten title if Purdue de­ 
feats Michigan 
and 
North­ 
western upsets Ohio State this 
week and then Indiana defeats 
Purdue and Ohio State defeats 
Michigan in the final week of 
the season. 


“ In all my years I’ve never 
seen a team play with greater 
desire,” said Daugherty follow­ 
ing MSU’s victory over Ohio 
State. 
Four field goals by an import 
from the Netherlands named 
Dick Krijt and a touchdown run 
of six yards by Mark Niesen 
accounted for all the points the 
Spartan defense 
needed in 
checking Ohio State. 
“My special Dutch treat,” 
raved Daugherty. “What’s his 
last name?” 
Asked how Krijt, a junior 
transfer got to Michigan State, 
“he flew,” said Daugherty. 
Ohio State’s Woody Hayes, 
dean of Big Ten coaches, was 
brief and to the point in a post­ 
game statement. 


“We couldn’t do anything in 
the second half,” said Woody. 
“We took a real beating out 
there from a good team. If 
you’ve been in this coaching 
business long, you have days 
like this.” 
While the top teams featured 
the tightening conference race, 
Illinois made it two straight 
with a 37 -20 triumph over In­ 
diana and Minnesota battered 
its way to a 35-29 victory over 
Northwesta*n.
